Elba Mayor Tom Maddox 
‘updated council members 
Monday evening, Jan. 25, 
on discussions that had 
taken place recently with 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation [ALDOT] 
representatives regarding 
U.S. Highway 84 concerns 
on the four-lane project 
coming through Elba. 

Maddox said he and 
Senator Jimmy Holley 
made contact and met with 
an ALDOT official from 
the Troy, Alabama office. 
He said the representative 
also met with three busi- 
ness owners that had con- 
cerns over the road plans 
for entrance/exit from their 
business parking lots. 

Maddox said the busi- 
nesses in the area where 
the new O’Reilly’s story, 
Subway, and Guns ‘R Us 
are located were concerned 
about how the state’s origi- 
nal plans for the center 


median entering and exit- 
ing the parking lot in that 
area. After further review 
and discussions, he said 
the ALDOT had amended 
their plans and now travel- 


ers going west on Hwy. 84 fi 


would be able to make a 
left turn into the parking 
lot [crossing the eastbound 
lanes]. When exiting the 
parking lot, Maddox said 
vehicles would still only 
have the option of turning 
right out of the parking lot 
but now could go up to the 
Carver Driver intersection 
and make a u-turn there, if 
desiring to travel west on 
Hwy. 84. 

Maddox said motorists 
traveling west on the road 
would be able to make a 
left turn onto Carver Drive 
[crossing the eastbound 
lanes], and motorists would 
be able to make a left turn 
from Carver Drive onto the 
westbound lanes of Hwy. 
84 [again crossing over the 
eastbound lanes]. 


Elba BOE approves school 
calendar for 2021-2022 year

The Elba Board of 
Education met Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 19, for the 
regular .monthly board 
meeting, and a calendar for 
the 2021-2022 school year 
was approved. 

“This was a hot vote this 
year,” superintendent Chris 
Moseley said as he prepared 
to present the calendar for 
the 2021-2022 school year 
to the board for approval. 
Normally, between three 
options there is one that is 
overwhelming, but it was a 
tight vote this year.” 

The superintendent pre- 
pares three different calen- 
dar options each year and 
allows his teachers/staff to 
each vote on his/her prefer- 
ence before he presents the 
top vote-getting to the board 
for approval. This year, he 
said the vote was very tight 


between two of the three 
options, which basically 
boiled down to taking a 
Tuesday here rather than a 
Monday there difference or 
something similar. 

The calendar approved by 
the board includes 177 stu- 
dent days and, 187 teacher 
days. Moseley said there is 
a possibility the state could 
decide to implement the 180 
student days requirement, 
but it has not done so yet. 
Therefore, he recommended 
going ahead and approv- 
ing the calendar for the 177 
days, and make adjustments 
later, if needed. 

A motion to approve the 
proposed student calendar 
for the 2021-2022 school 
year passed with no opposi- 
tion.

whichever comes first. 

“I'm all for doing what 
we need to do, but I think 
we need to have a work 
session first to work out 
details,” council member 
Gappa Wise said. “We've 
discussed it several times 
with [former] Mayor 
Murdock, but we never got 
anything on paper — just 
never got to that point, I 


City attorney Bart Boothe 
added that such an incen- 
tive, since it deals with sales 
tax, might require an ordi- 
nance of a specific nature be 
on record for the city before 
it can be offered. He asked 
the council to provide him 
a little time to research to 
see if a rebate-type incen- 
tive requires any type of

“The idea is certainly 
probably well taken by the 
council, but I think you 
need to put it off until we 
can get a more formal pro- 
posal together,” Boothe 
suggested.

It will be interesting to watch the ultimate outcome of 
campaigns urging the resignations of some of the most 
outspoken congressional supporters of Donald Trump 
and/or the 60-plus lawsuits that failed to prove voter 
fraud in last Fall’s presidential election. Of course, we 
don’t expect lawmakers such as Alabama’s Mo Brooks, 
Texas’ Ted Cruz, Missouri’s Josh Hawley or the far 
right’s current headline grabber Marjorie Taylor Green of 
Georgia (and at least a half dozen others) to resign from 
their elective office. The question for now is “How will 
they fare in their next time of facing the voters?” 


Wall Street has been abuzz with talk that a group of indi- 
viduals have racked up on massive profits as their small 
group of selected stocks exploded upward. One guy 
who has become some sort of god to many in this stock 
trading group had managed to accrue a stock portfolio 
of over $33 million as of last Thursday. Questions have 
arisen about them possibly breaking the law, but others 
point out these ‘little guys’ are only doing what the huge 
groups, called hedge funds and managing megabucks, 
have been doing for years. That is betting a particular 
stock will either go up or down in price and they will 
hopefully have gambled in the right direction. Clearly 
that has not happened to those butting heads with this 
loose knit group of ‘little guys’. Several of them have 
reported losing billions of dollars recently as they were 
on the opposite side from this upstart group. 


Push back on President Biden’s inclusion of an increase 
in the federal minimum wage to $15.00/hour in the 
COVID-19 relief package is slowing action of the mas- 
sive $1.9 trillion proposal. Some lawmakers are skittish 
over the $15 with so many people already out of work 
due to the pandemic, and others are actually advocating 
for a larger $20 minimum wage. The varying opinions 
have prompted suggestions that Biden split the proposals 
and handle the minimum wage increase as a stand alone 
proposal. : 


Medical experts are down playing the fact that the 
COVID-19 vaccines are less than 10% effective in pre- 
venting a person from catching the bug. They note that 
with the shot, the reaction will be less than fatal. Of all 
the folks who were in the experimental trials NONE 
died from the virus. Some were sick and a few actually 
were hospitalized with less than extreme symptoms. Of 
75,000 in one tests group none died and only a few were 
hospitalized for a few days. In another 75,000 compari- 
son group who didn’t take the shot, 150 died and several 
hundred were hospitalized. So, we need to stop worrying 
about the less than perfect cure, just take the shot when 
you get the chance and expect to get a cold occasionally. 


The vaccines for COVID-19 are grabbing the headlines 
and society is grateful. However, there is still little prog- 
ress on developing drugs to cure those already sick. A 
few meds - resmdesivir, monoclonal antibodies and the 
steroid dexamethasone - have improved care a bit with 
doctors trying various treatments with some success. WE 
can only hope this will change in the near future.

of Madison Johnson as

“I just think we all need 
to be on the same page and 
have an across-the-board 
proposal together,” Wise 
said. “But, I am all for 
doing something.” 

The council chose to hold 
a work session after Boothe 
had time to research the 
matter further. After said 
work session, the council 
would bring the matter to 
a vote at the next meeting 
following the work session. 

“Let’s make it official, 
and do it the right way,” 
Mayor Maddox agreed. . 

A review of the city’s 
financial through Dec. 31, 
2020 showed the city had 
a total cash flow [all funds] 
of $1,226,806, and Mayor 
Maddox said the statement 
of revenues for the fourth 
quarter said sales/use tax 
continued to look good for 
the city. 

“We are always fearful 
that our sales/use tax will 
drop,” he said. “So far, 
though, we’ve done okay.” 

For December 2020, 
Elba’s sales/use tax was 
$120,614 compared to 
$119,525 for December in 
2019 —a positive variance of 
9 percent. Looking at Year- 
to-Date [YTD] comparing 
Fiscal Year 2020/2021 to 
Fiscal Year 2019/2020, it 
looked even better — the 
Fiscal Year 2020/2021 YTD 
was $384,410. 

Another positive pointed 
out by the mayor regarding 
revenues was funding from 
Southeast Alabama Gas. 
He said the city had bud- 
geted $16,250 YTD but had 
received a total of $76,975 
for the YTD FY2020/ 
FY2021. 

A possible area of con- 
cern regarding revenues, 
according to the mayor, was 
municipal court revenues 
with YTD revenues show- 
ing a negative variance of 
more than 50 percent. 

Overall, Maddox said 
the subtotal for operation 
revenues had the city at 

‘a 22.3 positive variance 
comparing December 2020 
[$305,199] to December 
2019 [$249,621], and the 
YTD showed a more than 
$90,000 increase 

Looking at operational 
expenditures, the mayor 
said the city had expended 
just over $50,000 more for

ALDOT and traffic, Mayor 
Maddox noted that traffic

Also, during the meeting, 
Moseley touched on a topic 
he said he knows is impor- 
tant to many this time of 
year — pageant season. 

“T know it’s pageant sea- 
son with the Miss Elbala 
and Miss Elba pageants 
coming up,” he said. “I have 
talked with the people who 
organize these pageants, 
and out plans for now are 
to move forward with them 
unless something happens 
regarding COVID to force 
us to change plans.” 

He said for the pageants 
there would be guidelines 
in place determining how 
many people can attend and 
where they can and cannot 
sit in the auditorium, along 
with other safety measure 
in place. However, he said 
it is the school’s desire to 
still host the pageants if at 
all possible. 

“We know these pageants 
mean a lot to the girls that 
participate and to the com- 
munity,” Moseley _ said.

Actual YTD FY 2021 than it 
had budgeted for the period. 
However, for the month of 
December 2020 the expen- 
ditures were $24,975 under 


budget. 
Elba City Clerk Sally 
Bane _ provided _ several 


departmental updates dur- 
ing the meeting. She noted 
the street department had 
completed the demolition 
of another FEMA buyout 
house since the previous 
council meeting, and that 
department also had been 
doing some work on Taylor 
Mill Road at a bridge/cul- 
vert that was experiencing 
problems. 

Bane said the recreation 
department had about three 
more weeks remaining for 
the regular season of youth 
basketball. At the conclu- 
sion of the regular season, 
she said Elba Parks and 
Recreation would be hosting 
a district basketball tourna- 
ment at Elba High School’s 
gym on Feb. 26-27. 

Also, Bane said youth 
baseball/softball registra- 
tion is now underway for 
Elba Parks and Recreation. 

In the month of January, 
Bane said the Elba Senior 
Citizens Center delivered 
1,255 meals [about 63-64 
per day]. She said his work 
was being done by one 
full-time employee, and 
employee working about 30 
hours per week, and one 
true part-time employee. 

“That is a lot of meals 
being delivered daily by 
these three employees,” 
Bane said. 

Bane said she did not have 
the statistics for January 
yet for the Elba Public 
Library, but in December, 
557 people were serviced 
by the Elba Public Library. 
She said 54 people used 
the computer services, and 
64 people utilized the wire- 
less WiFi. The library added 
seven new patrons and had 
a total of 24 volunteer hours 
completed. 

“Again, that’s pretty good 
stats for our small town, 
community library,’ Bane 
said to council members.

Richard Cain was a 
Christian who lived out his 
beliefs, especially in the 
area concerning social jus- 
tice for African Americans. 
He was born in Virginia 
to a Cherokee mother and 
an African American father. 
When Richard was six 
years old, he and his family 
moved to Ohio. Because he 
lived in a “free state,” he 
was able to get an educa- 
tion, which was primarily 
through the Sunday School. 
He was always interest- 
ed in the ministry, but he 
had a variety of job expe- 
riences. He worked on 
the steamboats that sped 
up and down the Ohio 
River as one of his jobs. 
By 1844 he had entered 
the Methodist Ministry as 
a Pastor. Four years later, 
he left that denomination 


worship practices, joined 
the African Methodist 
Episcopal (AME) Church 
and served as a deacon and 
then a pastor in Muscatine, 
Iowa. 

He desired an education to 
better prepare himself for 
ministry. So, he attended 
Wilberforce University, 
the first American College 
founded by African 
Americans. 

When Pastor Cain was 
assigned to a church in 
Brooklyn, New York, he 
soon became actively 
involved in supporting the 
vote for all men. Soon after 
the end of the Civil War 
in 1865, Pastor Cain was 
assigned to a church in 
Charleston, South Carolina, 
which had been closed due 
to slave revolt in 1822, but 
under his leadership, the 
congregation grew to be the 
largest in the state by 1871.

This 
seminar is designed to pro- 
vide Alabama beekeepers 
with ideas and instructions 
on salable products, besides 
honey, that work under the 
Alabama Cottage Food 
Law. They will also have 
the opportunity to leam 
new homemade recipes and 
crafts for their own personal 
interests. 

The second room will 
feature hive maintenance 
talks from advanced bee- 
keepers and beekeeping 


researchers. They will pro- 
vide up-to-date information 
on beekeeping needs for the 
continued success of Ala- 
bama beekeepers. 

Attendees will be able to 
communicate and ask the 
speakers questions through 
the Zoom Chat. 

In addition to the key- 
note speakers, the Alabama 
Master Beekeepers Associa- 
tion’s Journeyman Beekeep- 
ers will present lectures for 
attendees to work towards 
becoming a certified Master 
Beekeeper. Short commer- 
cials will also play through- 
out the sessions from a wide 
range of beekeeping ven- 
dors and craftspeople. 

To top it all off, the sym- 
posium talks will be avail- 
able to registrants for up to 
two weeks after the event. 
Therefore, people do not 
have to worry about missing 
a single session.

boats are available for rent 
for $5 per day. 

A stocked bait shop is 
open at the lake and sells 
permits, as well as live 
bait and concessions. Bait 
for sale includes worms, 
crickets and minnows, and 
the bait shop also sells 
bream busters and pre- 
tigged cane poles. Everyone 
is required to stop at the 
bait shop if they want to 
fish, and return to the bait 
shop upon completion of 
the day’s activities to weigh 
all fish caught.
